This application is a 371 of PCT/FR04/02755, filed October 26, 2004. -. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. The 
references cited on the PTO-892 each disclose a data recording device including a microtip. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record considered as a 
whole fails to teach or suggest a data recording device comprising at least one electrically conducting microtip having 
an end designed to be brought into electric contact with a recording medium, the microtip comprising: a longitudinal 
conducting core having a substantially constant cross-section, wherein the microtip is surrounded by a 
sheath made of non-conducting material, so that the free ends of the core and of the sheath are at the same 
level at the end of the microtip. (bold language emphasized).
